Geographic Association 
Makes Public Many Cor- 
rections in Designation, 
Mostly in New England 


RULING FOR AFRICA 


WASHINGTON—The spelling of In- 
dian names of rivers and lakes in the 
state of Maine comprises a major part of 
the latest decisions made by the United 
States geographic board. 

The list of decisions just made public 
deals with many points in the United 
States. There is a ruling on the Nyanza 
lakes in Africa. These are the decisions: 

Albert Edward Nyanza—Lake, east 
central Africa, 110 miles west of Victoria 
Nyanza and 100 miles south of Albert 
Nyanza, with which it is connected by 
the Semliki river. (Not Muta Nzige nor 
Mwuta-Nzige.) 

Albert Nyanza—A great lake of east 
central Africa, about 130 miles northwest 
of Victoria Nyanza and 100 miles north 
of Albert Edward Nyanza; one of the 
sources of the White Nile. (Not Albert 
Edward, Muta, Muta Nzige, nor M’wutan 
N’zige.) » 

Apatite—Hill, Auburn City, Andros- 
coggin county, Me.

ties adopt the plan, but 
the mayor-elect then gave notice that in 
the event of his election he would try 
to stop the practise of bringing the vot- 
ers to the polls in carriages and automo- 
biles. 

The bill recognizes the right of po- 
litical parties and organizations to have 
two persons at the polls to act as agents 
or challengers, but would have them 
wear badges, to be provided by 
and designating their authority, 
these to be paid for as a part 
of the election expenses. 

The bill further provides that 
chairmen or chairmen of town commit- 
tees sirall file a petition with the town 
or city clerks seven days before election 
describing those who are: entitled to 
vote, but need transportation, and that 
the voters so described may trans- 
ported to the polling places at the ex- 
pense of the political party filing the 
petition.

It is accepted generally as a fact 
that many cities of size,and com- 
mercial importance in the United 
States are avoided by soloists and 
orchestras of high musical repute 
because such communities seem 
wholly laeking in musical apprecia- 
tion.

LL musical instruments whose 
tones are produced by strings, 
whether fiucked, rubbed = or 
struck, are known as stringed in. 
struments. The materials chiefly used in 
the manufacture of strings are gut, steel, 
silver or silk. The name we are all

accustomed to hear is “cat-gut,” but | 


strings are mostly made from the in- 
testines of sheep and goats. The best 
are made from lambs. September is the 
month for string making. The superior 
quality of Italian strings is due to cli- 
mate; an important part of the manu- 
facture being carried on in the open air. 
Gut was the string used by the ancients 
whose relics are the means of research 
today. .Cast steel, drawn out, is used 
for piano strings. Copper and brass wire 
also are employed.

gin. The mythology of the Greeks 
gives credit to woman for the discovery 


of the first stringed instrument. It is 


said that Apollo and his sister Arte- | 
mis were enjoying the hunt, when Ar- | 


temis’ bow-string caught upon the 
branches of a tree, and the consequent 
musical tone was most pleasing to her. 
Mythology does not say that woman's 
curiosity prompted her to: further in- 
vestigation, but it does state that the 
hunting bow of Artemis was the fore- 
runner of the first stringed instrument. 


Harp the Oldest 


The harp is believed to be the oldest 


instruments. Hermes, the 


high priest of Osirig, 
along the banks of the river Nile when 
his foot came in contact with a tor- 
toise shell lving in his path. The sinew 
of the former inhabitant, dried by tne 
was tightly stretchec, across it, 
and when struck produced a musical 
sound. This may be legend, but it is 
so generally accepted as fact that his- 
torians in recording the life of Hermes, 
who lived about 3000 B. C., give to him 
the credit for the invention of the harp. 

The ancestor of the modern violin is 
thought to the ravenstrom, which 
probably was the invention of Ravana, 
King of Cevlon, abo&ut 5000 B. C. This 
is the oldest stringed instrument men- 
tioned in any work of authority and is 
still in use in Buddhist countries. 

The first authorized reference to 
&tringed instruments is biblical, and is 
found in Genesis. Jubal, seventh in the 
descent from Adam, was father of all 
such as handle the harp. The harp Is 
frequently referred to in other parts of 
the Bible, and numerous instances of 
David, the shepherd boy of Israel, and 
later David, the king, as a harpist are 
given. It was used jn all forms of praise 
and religious cefemonies and was very 
dear to the Hebrew heart. Among the 
treasures which the Quéen of Sheba pre- 
sented to Solomon were precious trees 
which the king had made into harps for 
the temple. The exact shape of these 
biblical instruments is unknown, as not 
a relic or picture remains, but they are 
believed to have resembled those used 
by the Egyptians, Assyrians and Chal- 
deans. The Scriptures record that they 
were of good wood, furnished with 
strings. David made the harp of fir 
wood, Solomon used the costly algum 
and Josephus mentions some composed 
of the mixed metal called electrum. He 
also asserts they had 10 strings and were 
played with a plectrum. David certainly 
played with his hand, but. it is evident 
that the harp of the Hebrews was played 
both ways, according to size. The harp 
Was certainly popular. Af the dedication 
of the walls of Jerusalem there was 
playing of harps, and in Solomon’s tem- 
ple 40,000 harps were used and 288 
trained singers sang with harp accom- 
paniment beside the altar.

‘intervals gave a rising series of tones, 
obviating the necessity of many strings. 
|; People gradually learned facts concern- 
ing the properties of sounding boards 
which led to the evolution of the harp 
and the piano. 


Banjo, Mandolin, Guitar 


The banjo is said to be an American 
invention, although its parent is un- 
doubtedly the African banja. It is*said 
to have been invented by a negro plan- 
tation hand from a cheese box, although 
this is not an established fact. Promi- 
nent makers at first considered it un- 
worthy to be classed as a musical in- 
strument. It has since been greatly 
improved both as to quantity and 
quality, 

The mandolin is of the lute family, 
and was commonly adopted in the United 
States in 1880, Spanish students bring- 
ing it into notice. It has steadily in- 
creased in popularity until every Ameri- 
can college has its mandolin club. Its 
tone is sympathetic and it is compara- 
tively easy to learn. It has a compass 
of three octaves, wire strings and is 
beautifully formed. The fingering is 
similar to that of the violin. Beethoven 
wrote a sonatina for it and it is used as 
an acccmpaniment in the operas “Don 
Giovanni” and “The Barber of Seville.” 

The guitar also is a descendant of the 
lute. It has six strings, three gut and 
three silk, overspun with silver. It is 
a Spanish instrument, which quite dis- 
placed the English cither. It is specially 
adapted to voice accompaniment, and its 
dreamy tone is not unlike that of the 
harp, which recommends it to the people 
of sunny Italy and Spain.

Violin Family 

No instrument made by the hands of 
‘man holds such a powerful sway over 
‘the emotions of everything capable of 
‘hearing as the violin tribe. Most of us 
‘are acquainted with the picture of a

After Stradivarius came _ Stanier, 
Ruggieri, Guarnerius and (Guadagnini, 
who lived in Cremona near Strad, and 
whose violins are of great value. Pag- 
anini, the greatest of the world’s violin- 
ists, owned a violin of Guarnerius’ make 
and he prized it so highly that he be- 
queathed it to his native city, Genoa, 
that it might not fall into alien hands. 
The violin upon which Professor Becker 
will play is a genuine Guadagnini, which 
represents a small fortune. 

Fritz Kreisler came into possession of 
a fine old violin unawares. One morn- 
ing he called on a friend in Vienna who 
gave him a battered old violin, as it was 
in his way. Mr. Kreisler took it home, 
all unconscious of the great treasure in 
his grasp, and upon close examination 
found it to be a genuine Gaglianno of 
wonderful tone quality. It was shabby 
and battered but in no wise injured and 
was the best loved of all his violins un- 
til three years ago, and traveled in con- 
cert tours in Europe and America. Later 
he bought a “Strad” for $4000, but it 
seemed cold anfi lifeless, and in a short 
tyme he returned to his Gaglianno and 
declared that he would remain faithful 
to it for the rest of his career. In this 
way he is the happy owner of what is 
considered the third most beautiful vio- 
lin in the world in the point of shape 
and varnish, while the tone is not to be 
beaten. 

Not one person in a hundred has the 
slightest idea of how many parts there 
are in a violin. There are 69 pieces, 
Three kinds of wood are used, maple, 
pine anf ebony. The violin is the most 
wonderful instrument of the orchestra. 
Its versatility and its powers of ex- 
pression are greatest, and-the performer 
has unlimited control over it. There are 
but four fixed notes on the violin, the 
open strings, but tones and semi-tones 
can be produced indefinitely. This qual- 
ity makes the violin rank next to the 
human voice in flexibility, and it. out- 
ranks the voice in range. It can _ pro- 
duce two notes at once, and by a 
quick sweep of the bow over the strings 
a chord of several notes is possible, the 
tones sounding almost simultaneously. 
The violin and its music hardly need 
description. It is an instrument that 
charms all people. — 


Violin Construction 


The heart of the violin is the sound 


| ment 


post. It is a carefully carved round | 
stick inside, extending from the back of 
the top. But if it is too short, too long, 
too thick or too slender, it will be a 
worrying heart. It is carved from even- 
grain pine, and its whole duty is to 
transmit the vibrations from the top to 
the back. As it is not glued into place 
it is difficult of adjustment, and long 
hours are employed in the task. It 
should be placed as nearly correctly as 
possible, for each change means read- 
judgment in the delicate equilibrium of 
the violin. 

The bass or sound bar is the violin’s 
nerve system. It is a strip of soft, even- 
grained pine about 10% inches long, 
running lengthwise under the G string. 
It strengthens the top and counteracts 
the difference in’ pitch caused by the 
severing of the fibers of the wood by the 
FF holes. The angle at which it lies is 
small, the bar deviating no more than 
one tentit of an inch in its entire length 
and must be carved and placed to suit 
the instrument. Unless it is perfect it 
breeds the “wolf,” that growl which 
makes many instruments worthless. The 
Cremona makers cut and fitted their 
bars to accommodate the lower pitch 
prevailing in their day, but the higher 
pitch of the present requires new ones, 
so that even the best of the old violins 
have modern bass bars. It supperts a 
tension on the strings of 68 pounds, and 
a vertical on the bridge of 26 pounds.

Those who tare entrusted with this 
work m the high grade pianos are cap- 
able of discriminating between the tones 
emitted by blocks of wood when struck. 
Lhe pianoforte such a 
meager vibrating surface tlmt the sound 
produced by them alone could not reach 
the ear of the listener with any rea- 
sonable force. Therefore the strings are 
carried across a bridge to the sounding 
board, which with its greater expanse 
of surface repeats and increases them 
and instantaneously transmits them to 
the air. 

Doubtless the question has presented 
itself to many, “Why does the violin 
improve with age, and the piano deterio- 
rate?” Because the perfection of arch 
in the violin causes it to retain its tone- 
producing quality. So likewise the piano 
would not deteriorate, did the sound 
board retain its arch. 

Much of the tonal excellence of the 
pianoforte depends upon the grain and 
arch of the sounding board, and ‘pine 
bars varying from nine to 16 in number 
are glued and doweled together to the 
back, and serve in retaining the neces- 
Sary curve, which if lost, even to the 
slightest degree, impairs the tone and 
renders it “tinny.” 

The best sounding boards of the pres 
ent time are secured from the pine trees 
of California, whose age is from 500 to 
1000 years. This is coincident with the 
glacial pine used by the master violin 
makers secured in the Alps. 

The number of vibrations per second 
required for the tones of the scale varies 
from 26 in the lowest bass string to 
4136 in the highest treble. As the vi- 
brating length of the string producing 
the highest tone, is two and 145 part 
inches in length, theoretically the deep- 
est bass would require a length of 32 
feet. However, this impossibility is over- 
come by making the wire heavier, hay- 
ing the steel wound with copper or soft 
iron wire, the increase in weight off- 
setting the discrepancy in length. Each

Upright Piano American 

In 1800 the upright piano was invented 
by John Hawkins of Bordentown, N. J. 
This was an original idea,jas the upright 
instruments heretofore had been merely 
Squares or grands turned on end, with 
the keyboard attached at the lower end. 
Mr. Hawkins’ instrument was an entirely 
new one, with strings extending below 
the keyboard.- The growing tendency to 
economize space caused the upright case 
to be readily accepted, and today more 
uprights than grands are manufactured. 

The early upright pianos were huge 
constructions, often over six feet high, 
and the early illustrations of Punch con- 
tain many drawings of them with their 
wonderful fluted and tasselled silk fronts, 
usually af a peculiar vivid tint, still 
technically known as “piano green.” 

The piano in the American home is 
no longer a thing of luxury designed 
especially for the rich or the musical 
taste. It has advanced the art of mu- 
sic itself, and consequently developed 
musical taste and knowledge throughout 
the world. Formerly nearly all amuse- 
ments were away from home and in pub- 
lic. Now, especially with the educated, 
recreation to which music on the piano 
contributes more than anything else, is 
sought at home and within the family 
Private concerts every 
year.

In view of the fact that the bonds have 
remained so stationary in price it 
is now quite easy to say that they 
should not have changed—that the pros- 
pect of a $7,300,000 assessment against 
the Metropolitan Street railway shares 
in the Interborough-Metropolitan treas- 
ury has offset any potential advantages 
contained in the retention of that prop- 
erty. Yet had there been a movement in| 
the market for the bonds, either upward 
or downward, -it would have just as 
plausibly been argued that the outlook 


warranted either move. An advance 
would have found reason in the prospect 
that the Metropolitan Street railway is 
- to reestablish the prosperity of thie, In- 
terborough-Metropolitan, a decline would 
have found just as good explanation in 
the prospect that the $7,300,000 assess- 
-ment is to irretrievably bankrupt that 
company. 

Reasons can be assigned for almost 
very price movement on the stock ex- 

nge, but the failure of a stock to 
spond to definite news usually leaves 
fall street perplexed. In the present 
bstance, the chief problem among ob- 
servers familiar with the position of the 
Interborough-Metropolitan bonds is to 
explain why they have not advanced. 
Immediately after the formal foreclos- 
ure sale of the Metropolitan system on 
Dec. 29, the entire system will be 
turned over to the Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan; this should have strengthen- 
ing effect on the securities of the hold- 
ing system, especially if, as expected, 
earnings of the Metropolitan will carry 
the full weight of its own securities. 
It has béen figured that for the first 
éar of operation by its own manage- 
ment the Metropolitan will be able to 
show a surplus of $1,171,000 available 
for payment on the adjustment bonds, 
that being equivalent to 3.6 per cent. 
It is just here, however, that the ex- 
] aration of -he failure of the bonds 
to rise is found. The interest which 
the Interborough-Metropolitan will re- 
ceive on the “letropolitan 4s and ad- 
justments probably will not, from the 
outset, return to the Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan ore than half the amount 
necessary to pay interest on the >/.300,- 
000 to be borrowed for the assessment 
—that is, if the bonds to be received are 
retained and not soli. The Interbor- 
ough-Metropolitan will therefore be 
compelled to make up the balance of 
interest due on the new notes which it 
will issue out of its own treasury; -on- 
sequen y the Metropolitan will be, from 
first, a burden instead of a blessing. 

At the same time it should not be 
forgotten that there is a possibility of 
the street railway turning out a strik- 
_ ingly favorable investment in the end. 
The total amount of securities which 
will be outstanding agAinst the Metro- 
politan is one third less than its capi- 
talization when receivers were ap- 
pointed, furthermore it is expected that 
on emerging from receivership it will 
earn all fixed charges and a return on 
its adjustment bonds as well. With this 
assured there can be no fear that under 
fair management the future holds good 
promise for the company; kept away 
from the financial jugglery which re- 
sulted in the crash of the whole New 
York city traction structure in 1907, 
success of the venture is assured. By 
meeting its assessment the Interbor- 
ough-Metropolitan acknowledges a faith 
that the surface lines are worth retain- 
ing, even ata cost of more than $7,- 
000,000; if the future proves it to have 
selected right, the surplus earnings of 
the Metropolitan will strengthen the po- 
sition of the 4% per cent bonds of the 
Interborough-Metropolitam to just the 
extent that they build up the surplus 
account of the holding company. 

The security behind the Interborough- 
Metropolitan 4% per cent bonds is the 
stock of the Interborough Rapid Transit, 
outstanding at the rate of $500 for 
every $1000 bond, and earning 15 per 
cent annually while paying enough to 
meet the 41% per cent interest require- 
ments on the bonds and to carry forward 
a sinking fund which will contribute to 
ultimate retirement of the bonds in 1956. 
There are outstanding $67,825,000 bonds, 
which is double both the amount of In- 
terborough. Rapid Transit stock and the 
value of the subway equipment. Until 
expiration’ of the subway lease this 
probably will not greatly matter, for the 
Interborough Rapid Transit is fairly sure 
of earning sufficient to pay the dividends 
now being distributed, and of thus carry- 
ing the burden of the 4% per cent inter-

present time. The establishment of a 
sinking fund will reduce yearly the out-

PACKING HOUSE- 
BONDS CONTINUE 
FAIRLY STEADY 


The first mortgage bonds of the big 
packing companies have not suffered 
materially in ‘the market as a result of 
the government’s prosecution of packing 
executives, or of the British govern- 
ment’s embargo upon American beef for 
official use. Troubles of the individual 
packers take away not a whit of the 
ample security behind these bonds, 
which illustrates the point that from 
the bondholder’s standpoint a_ suit 
against individuals is less to be dreaded 
than one against the corporation. 

A case fresh in the minds of invest- 
ors is the drop in United States Steel 
sinking fund 5s to 100%, as compared 
with a high for the year of 106%. On 
the day following announcement of the 
government's dissolution suit the bonds| 
sold off 1% points. Armour 44s are now 
quoted at 91%—high of the year 93%; 
Morris 44%, 90—high of the year 91%; 
Swift & Co. 5s, 100%4—high of the year 
101%. While these bonds are all a point 
or two under their high figures, with- 
out doubt responsibility rests mainly 
with small earnings. Armour’s net fell 
to $2,620,000 from $5,817,000 in the 
previous fiscal year; Cudahy’s decreased 
from $1,019,000 to $379,000, while Swift 
& Co.’s net probably will not reach $6,- 
000,000,. as against $7,050,000 earned 
in 1910. 

But even with the relatively small 
earnings of the past year, the margin 
over interest requirements is still sufli- 
ciently liberal so that the bondholders 
need not worry. The packing companies, 
as a class, have signally refrained from 
burdening their property with an un- 
due weight of bonded debt, and have 
armed with exceptional safeguards the

A generation 

ago, everv small town in the South and Southwest had a central 

market place. Most of those copmmunities have outgrown these 

centers. The privately-owned market, grocery, and butcher shop 

have supplanted them. This is as true of Great Britain and Ireland 

and of parts of the continent as it is of the United States. Yet in 

some of the cities at home and abroad, great and small, the public 
market still exists and prospers. 

These markets were and are, however, public markets only: in 
the sense that they were and are administered as to their general 
business management by the respective municipalities. The stalls 
or booths have always been let to private tenants. What is proposed 
now is that the mumiipality shall not only own and operate the 
markethouse but go into the business of operating the stalls or 
booths. Weare told that in the citv, where the experiment is likely 
to be first made on anything like an important scale, the intentjon is 
not to displace existing distributive concerns, but, through publicity 
and regulation, to keep prices at a fair and proper point and to save 
the consumer from extortion. 

There appears, on the one hand, very good excuse for a move- 
ment, official or other, which will put a stop to the cornering of food- 
stuffs.

sense a local institution. The interest which 
the country and a large part of the world 
take in it 1s due to the all-pervading human 
sentiment in these days that what one community, one country, one 
individual, does to promote taste, comfort and happiness is done 
for all. The interest would be the same were any other park of 
wide celebrity in question. Central park happens to be situated in 
New York, but it really belongs to the world. 

This is equally true of Hyde park, London; of the Garden of 
the Tuileries, Paris; of the Thiergarten, Berlin; of Boston Common: 
of Fairmount park, Pliladelphia; of Golden Gate park, San Fran- 
cisco; of Jackson square, New Orleans; of Lincoln park, Chicago— 
of any of the famous parks, pleasure grounds, squares, in any of 
the well-known communities of the earth. There is no question in 
the mind of traveler or tourist that the parks in whatever city he 
nay chance to visit belong as much to him as to anybody. He has 
fallen, indeed, into the habit of expecting that each city shall make 
a full return, to the best of its ability, for the pleasure its own people 
have found, or may find, when touring. Each city, by reason of the 
unwritten compact that has come to be recognized in all nations, is 
under obligations to all others to create and maintain pleasant green 
places, beauty spots, in which the stranger within the walls will have 
the right to rest himself and feel at home. 

This view of the city park takes it out of the domain of mere 
local interest and gives it international breadth and consequence. 
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
